Piece of Work at 


A Cool 
Noel, Mo. 


From $3000 to $4000 Taken by the Men-Who« 
Were Evidently Experts—Pight- 
ing the Citizens—Pour | 
Men Wounded.

ST. LOUIS, May 10.—A special tothe 
Republic from Noel, Mo., says that, at 
‘3 o’clock this afternoon, seven men, 
armed with Winchesters and revolvers, 
rode into Southwest City, Mo. and 
robbed the bank, getting all the money 
the bank contained, between $3000 and 
$4000. They evidently came from the 
Territory, and were experts. They did 


| the job in avery business-like manner. 


Two of them were stationed.on the 
sidewalk, one entered the bank with a 
sack, and the oceans — the 
horses. 

About one hundred shots were fired 
by .the robbers, aad four prominent 
citizens were badly wounded. J. C. 
Seabourn and C. L. Seabourn were 
both shot through the groin; Mart 
Hembree had a leg broken by a bul- 
let. S. F> Melton, United States Mar- 
shal, received: a flesh wound im the leg. 
The robbers were. about ten minutes 
going through the bank. Afterward 
they mounted their horses and started 
for the nation at full gallop. As they 
were leaving the outskir®s, some one 
fired several shots at them, killing a 
horse and wounding a robber. He im- 
mediately secured another horse from 
a farmer who was passing and fol- 
lowed his pals. 

No resistance was Offered by the cit- 
izens. The wounded men were shot 
~while standing on the sidewalk. <A 
posse was made up and have startd in 
pursuit, but the robbers have a good 
start, and will probable get away, 


A FIESTA FIGHT.

WASHINGTON, May .10.—Senator 
Allen today introduced a bill repealing 
the act of July 1, 1882, to regulate the 
use of the Capitol grounds, this act 
being the one under which Coxey; 
‘Browne and Jones were arrested. The 
‘repeal bill contains a proviso that it 
shall not be so construed as to pre- 
vent the Vice-President and_ the 
Speaker of the House from making 
such regulations of the Capitol ground, 
public buildings and grounds as will 
protect them from violence or injury; 
but it is expressly. provided that they 
are not to possess or exercise any 
power calculated’ to interfere ‘with the 
proper exercise of the constitutional 
rights of the people of the United 
States to peaceably assemble on said 
ground to petition the government for 
a redress of their grievances. 
Representative Coombs introduced a 
bill today for a currency committee, to 
be composed of fifteen persons, not 
more than seven to be bankers, and not 
less than two from each of the five 
hical divisions of the country. 
The committee is to investigate, the 
currency question, and report to Con- 
next December.

WASHINGTON, May 10. —SENATE.— 
Senator Allen of Nebraska introduced 
a bilfto repéal the act regulating the 
use of.the Capitol grounds, under which 
Coxey and his lieutenants were rrose- 
cuted. 

Meister Peffer introduced a resolution 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mfttee of three to investigate the_con- 
ditian of 
ferr»cw the prev. business de- 
pression; and what legislation will will af- 
ford relief. 

Senator Allen’s. senotution to investi- 
gate alleged police clubbing on May 1 
then came up.. 

Senajor Gordon of Pennsylvania said 
the Coxey movement was a child of 
the parental theory of government, 
and remedies for the existing condi- 
tions were to be found in the central- 
ization of power. 

Senator Teller favored the resolution. 
Coxey was a law-abiding citizen. He 
‘and his followers hat trudged through 
rain and mud, and were entitled to re- 
spectful consideration, He did not in- 
dorse the statute under which they 
had been arrested. He did not think 
the. Senate could refuse to investigate 
the police clubbing. He himself would 
| furnish the names of witnesses. 
Whether Coxey was a crank or not did 
not matter. His statement was absurd, 
as were many others put forward in 
the hour of dist , but it was not a 
wicked scheme. It only asked Con- 
dung to provide work for unemployed 


Stewart of Nevada main- 
itained strenuously that Coxey had 
committed no offense and drifted grad- 
wally intto a discussion of the general 
condition of the coumitry, which he at- 
tributed generally to the monetary pol- 


dey of the government. 


Senator Hoar said Coxey knew the 


with ‘the delibera'te inttenttion of vio- 
felting it. He wanted to test the power 
of Congress in the*court, and when he 
‘found boith court and jury against him 
he set up a howl. “There is danger,” 
said ‘Mr. Hoar, ‘in such assemblages. 
They afford cover for one or ttwo fa- 
natics, It does not do to scoff. Within 
ten years an attempt has been male 
ito ‘blow up ‘the House of Parliament, 
within two years another tempt to 
blow wp the French Assembly. Two 
Presidents of the United Sita'tes have 
been murdered, one in a crowd ait a de- 
pot, and the other in a crowd at a@ 
thealter, by misguided, fanatical 
pensons, ito whom the peaceable assem- 
blages afforded an op ity to es- 
aape. This is why, in tthe provisjons 
of the riot law of every State, when 
tthe magistraitte reads the act, all ‘the 
people must go home. A man may be 
there wtth ble intentions, Dut 
if, when ithe riot act ts read, he fr- 
fuses to go, he is table to punishment. 
Those who are peaceable shield those 
who are not. 

\“Tt ig needless for me,” said Gena- 
‘tor Hoar, drawing his finger up, and 
looking about the chamber, his eyes 
paul: when they reached Senator 
Allen and Senator Stewart, ‘to declare 
I sympathize with ‘all my fel- 
lows im distress. I sympatthize 
them a great deal more itthan those who 
always praite of sympathy for the 
downitroddern, in order 'to advance their 
disgraceful potitical ambiltions.”’ 

The Senate burst into ringing ap- 
plause at this utterance, and, in order 
'to quell» ithe demonstration, Senator 
Faulkner, who in the chair, was forced 
ito use the gavel vigorously and threat- 

to ‘clear the galleries. \Senaitor 
Hoar closed with an itmpressive.dec- 
laration that the Senate would stand 
on its constitutional rights, and it 
would not be frightened imto doing 
what was not ‘best for the country by 
any mob demonstration or, dec- 
laraitions, whether came f ‘the 
camp of Coxey or the seat of war 
from Nevada. 

Seretor Harris closed the debate for 
the d@ay with a vigorously-worded 
speech.

As 
‘the Senate was now on the chemical 
schedule, Senator Lodge sugges‘ed the 
replies on this schedule read by the 
Finance: Committee to its inquiries 
should be placed at the disposal of the 
Senate. 

Senator Vest said the printing of

The Pueblo Runaways Obliged 
to Surrender, :

TACOMA, May 10.—Sixty Coxeyites 
captured a single gondola coal car at 
12:40 o’clock this afternoon at Clealum, 
on the Northern Pacific main line, fif- 
teen miles east of the Cascade tunnel. 
They guarded every switch, so that 
the railroad men were powerless to in- 
terfere. The coal car was quickly 
shoved to the main line. Sixty Cox- 
eyites braced their shoulders against 
the end and sides and gave the car a 
tremendous shove. 

From Clealum to Ellensburg the 
track has an easy down grade, the dis- 
tance being twenty-eight miles, At 
exactly 12:45 o’clock the sixty men 
jumped aboard the car, then in motion, 
and started for Ellensburg. The heavy 
car rolled along at an easy speed, reach- 
ing. Ellensburg at 3:07 p.m. Meantime 
Superintendent McCabe, at Tacoma, 
had ordered all trains near Ellensburg 
side-tracked, giving the coal car com- 
plete right of way. The car was 
stopped with the brakes at Ellensburg, 
the sixty Coxeyites joining a hundred 
or more of their friends there. The 
former had been hanging about Cle- 
alum for two or three days, hobnob- 
bing with the Roslyn coai-miners. The 
seizure of the car had béen carefully 
planned. 

The Industrials all along the line 
feel in a bad humor on account of the 
‘affair at Yakima. It ‘is reported that 
sixty Coxeyites were arrested at Yak- 


ima this afternoon for last night’s 
shooting, but the details have not been 
received. Over one hundred Industrials 


are still at Yakima, and they claim 
that they will take the first east-bound 
train. Deputy Marshal Ed Minsch of 
Tacoma is there in charge of about 
fifty specials, and Joe Warren ‘with 
twenty-seven more, all 
rifies, arrived today from Spokane. It 
is claimed, that some of the sympathiz- 
ers at Yakima incited the 
wealers to resistance, and did much to

They Overcome All Obstacles Only to Bé

ANSAS CITY, May 10.—Saunders’s 
eckless army of Commonwealers. de- 
fied pursuit and laughed at obstacles 
again today. Three times their ‘stolen 
train was reported stalled by cars and

3 ‘No Fighting, but the Usual Scare and Cus- 


. tomary Unpleasantness.

APIA (Samoa,) April 25.—(Corre- 
spondence of the Associated Press, 


fighting among the natives has occurred 
since the last correspondence, but last 
Sunday night a great scare was. caused 
by information that the rebel party 
was in the brush, about two miles from 
Apia, and was about to attack the 
town. The natives made -immediate: 
preparations to resist, while the for- 


eigners. arranged’ to board the ships 


in the harbor. Both the British and 
German war vessels got ready and had 
armed parties prepared to land. It 
was then discovered that the entire ex-_ 
citement had been caused by. the fears 
of one or two individuals who had 
seen a small party of armed men in the 
brush and had magnified them into an 
army. 

The German warship Falke arrived 
here on April 15, after a quick passage 
from Sidney, having been sent to pro-. 
tect German interests in Samoa. /The 
Curacoa (British) arrived on April 21, 
to perform a like duty for British in-. 
terests. It is confidently believed that 
their presence will be effective in pre- 
venting bloodshed for the present. 

The. cessation in hostilities. among 
the natives is principally due to the 
united efforts of the American, British 

German consuls, who have shown 
a marked capacity for dealing with the 
difficulties of an unpleasant situation. 
) They persuaded both parties of na- 
tives to return to their homes, and, 
though the feeling of discontent among 
the natives is as strong as ever, the 
probability of hostilities now appears 
to be remote. 

Much indignation is felt here at a 
slanderous attack on Chief Justice Ide 
in a cablegram from Auckland on April 
3. It ‘was stated that the Chief Justice 
and his treatment of certain prisoners 
was the cause of the war. The corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press is able 
to say that these statements have no 
foundation whatever. It appears to 
have been inspfred by personal or politi- 
cal malice. 

Two weeks ago eight of the rebel 
prisoners who had been sentenced by . 
Chief Justice Ide escaped from prison, 
having been assisted by the native 
guards; who also deserted, taking with 
them a quantity of ee They 
have not been recaptured. .

In 
almost every community there are Odd 
Fellows, honest and deserving men, 
who find themselves in their old age 
broken in health as well a% in fortune, 
and largely dependent upon their friends 
for support. To allow such men to be 
dependent upon the grudging charity of 
the world is to deny the great fraternal 
principles of our order and stamp our- 
selves with the seal of hypocrisy. Ac- 
tion upon the matter has been too long 
delayed. It is now time to act, and act 
efficiently. An Odd Fellows’ home has 
been established in many a grand 4juris- 
diction not having one-half the wealth 
and membership which we _ possess. 
Surely we are strong enough, wealthy 
enough and generous enough to have 
such a home as will be a lasting monu- 
ment to the noble order which we pro- 
fess to love.’’ 

Concerning the regalia of the order 
the grand master said: 

“A movement has ‘been started in 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge to do away

DEAD MINING CANS. 


Scenes of Desolation and 
Decay | Arizona. 


‘in Haste, 


With at the Mercy: (of 
Thieves. 


Machinery and Dwellings Going to Decay 
and the Scene of Former Activity the 
Habitat of Burros, Coyotes 
and Skunks. . 


[From an Occasional Contributor.] 

There is probably nothing in ° the 
world that presents such an utter pic- 
ture of desolation as a deserted mining 
camp in Arizona, in the beginning of the 
summery, before the rains, when every- 
thing is parched, the sun boiling hot, 
not a breath of air stirring, except 
here and there, far away, a strange- 
looking, funnel-shaped little dust spout 
which whirls and whirls rapidly around 
while moving fantastically on in its 
zigzag course, only to collapse as sud- 
denly into nothingness as * had taken 
birth. 

Arizona has numbers of such camps, 
built. while anti@pation of ‘fabulous 
gains ran high, in which thousands 
upon thousands of good dollars were 
sunk, and abandoned as soon as the 
fever of exultation had died away. 
In such cases the reaction was so vio- 
-lent that prospectors and miners packed 
up their portable belongings at once 
and stole away silently, leaving to the 
thieving Indian, the howling coyote 
and the odorous skunks the usufruct 
of their hard-earned and badly an. 
money. 

The decline in the value of olives 
had nothing to do with the abandon- 
ment of such mining camps. More 
properly speaking it was because the 
ledges contained metal in less than 
paying quantities that the camps had 
to be deserted. 

In the early part of the last decade 
Arizona experienced a mining boom, 
which was worked to its full value by 


Territory, and the result was the pil- 
grimage to the new Mecca of thou- 
sands of people who were filled with 
visions of sudden wealth. Men who 
knew nothing of ores bought burros 
and miners’ implements and started for 
the mountains, bent upon returning 
with specimens of rock which should 
contain from 300 to 1000 ounces of sil- 
ver to the ton and from $80 to $1500 
in gold. Capitalists, too, flocked in 
from the East, eager to invest their 
friends and their own money in schemes 
‘that were to net rich dividends. Gold 
and silver were the favorites in the 
hunt, but copper and lead were not 
despised. Finds which afterwards 
turned out well were made, but in too 
many cases the discovery of a little 
rich ore was accepted as the basis for 
the erection of extensive plants, which 
later on proved useless and ruined 
their owners. 

Copper was found in large quanti- 
ties in the Globe district. and also in 
the Mule Mountains, of which the town 
of Bisbee is the center.’ 
copper is the finest in the world, and 
the only kind which is used by foreign 
nations in the manufacture of cart- 
ridges, the prosperity and future of

But take such a camp as the Colum- 
bus copper camp,, for instance. This 
lies about thirty-four miles southeast 
of Tucson in the foothills of the Santa 
Here a hill was dis- 
covered several years ago, which, hav- 
ing ‘in certain spots, been divested of 
its layer of gramma grass and dirt, 
disclosed

have mistaken for sulpHate of copper. . 
It was a kind of rock so deeply 
stained green and blue by the metal 
that it looked very rich. 

The speculators who had been gulled 
into buying this so-called*mountain of 
copper meant to achieve fortune be- 
fore the bottom dropped out of the 
to do this they 
went to work, ere they had ascertained, 
the value of their investment, with a 


Their mountain of supposed copper 
rose near a hittl dry water course, in 
which grew a number of gigantic mes- 
quite trees, and*water was easily pro- 
cured by a pipe system, which brought 


the Santa Ritas, within a distance of 
a few miles. And on the other side of 
the gully lime could be had for.the dig- 
ging in illimitable quantity. As for 
firewood ithe mesquite and palo verde 
were everywhere within easy hauling 
distance and could be cut into suitable 
lengths by Mexican smoodchoppers at 
moderate rates per cord. 

So the Columbia Copper Mining and 
Smelting Company was formed. It 
built costly adobe buildings for offices, 
assaying-rooms, kitchens, ‘boarding- 
houses, etc., and in a short time a 
lively mining Village sprang up. Half 
a mile away a splendid smelter was 
erected in a huge wooden building, as 
well as dwellings for the officials. The 
copper hill was cut into, tunneled in 
fact; it was attacked from above, and 
a trench dug into it which divided it 
in two from top to bottom. 

There lies now near the abandoned 
camp enough slag, and that was about 
all that was panned = out, to recon- 
struct a new hill of considerable size. 
And after several months of hard work 
and expense the company — discovered. 
that all the percentage of copper they 
had in their ore was not nearly enough 
to pay a small part of the working ex- 
penses. There was a good-sized stain 
and that was ail. 

If the ruins of the Columbia camp 
are visited now it will strike the on- 
looker that a sudden pestilence had 
visited it in the days gone by, which 
had been so grewsome that the sur- 
vivors had never dared to return: to it. 
It seems to have been abandoned on 
the spur of the moment in an hour of 
extreme panic, and left with all that 
it contained to go into the decay of 
pre-history. 

The huge smelting machinery still 
stands rusting where it was erected, 
uncared for and unwatched. A thou- 
sand cords of wood, neatly piled for 
use await a day when it shall have a 
chance to become ready fuel again. 
The buildings, exposed to the sunshine 
and the storms of several years, are 
falling to pieces. Fairbank’s scales, 
slagpots, ranges, carts, shovels, in 
fact, -nearly every implement that 
was used in the days of the camp’s 
activity, were left behind by the re- 
treating miners. 

The Papagoes, as great thieves as 
ever lived, have been there and cafried 
off doors and windows to improve their 
wickiups; they have stolen much of the 
portable iron that lay around, but there 
is enough material there yet to start 
& person in business as a wholesale 
junk dealer. Others besides Indians 
have visited the camp and gathered in 
trifles by the carload, but there ‘is 
plenty of valuable property still on 
hand that will slowly disappear.

An abandoned smelter, which was 
never much ‘used, stands, gloomily, go- 
ing to decay, upon one of the banks of 
Ash Canyon, a half a mile from the 
Blue Jay, and strewed s around is enough 
iron work and machinery to gladden 
the heart of the wholesale dealer in 
old metal. 

In Grant county, N. M., the county 
lying nearest. to Arizona, there is a 
whole town of respectable size, named 
Hachita, that boasts three inhabitants. 
Yet it contains two large smelters, and 
buildings and dwellings by the score. 
One of the smelters cost over. $100,000, 
and broke down the day after the 
start. It was never repaired. The sec- 
nearly as expensive, was 
never in any quan- 
tity is piped into e' to 
need only by a large herd of sleek 
burros, whose progenitors, were left be- 
hind. by prospectors who had no fur- 
ther use for them. These strange citt- 
zens of Hachita are perfectly gentle. 
As the town is many miles from trav- 
eled roads they are not interfered with, 
and members of the Industrial Army’ 
never go that way. The offices of the 
Hachita Silver Mining and Smelting 
Company still contain all the papers 
and accounts of the corporation, as well 
as chemicals and assaying instruments, 
but the doors are wide open, and the 
donkeys occupy it as.a boudoir in bad 
weather and make a bed of the bill- 
heads and correspondence, the ledgers, 
and the journals of the company. 

Take the Mammoth gold mine on the 
San Pedro River, at the foot of the Cat- 
alina Mountains, fifty-five miles north 
of Tucson. This mine and mill, when 
working, gave employment, direct and 
indfrect, 'to nearly ‘three hundred peo 
ple. That makes a good-sized town 
in Arizona. The mine is now tempo- 
rarily closed down, and the town of 
Mammoth is nearly deserted. Its single

There is probably nothing in the 
world that presents such an utter pic- 
ture of desolation as a deserted mining 
camp in Arizona, in the beginning of the 
summer, before the rains, when every-. 
thing is parched, the sun boiling hot, 
not a breath of air stirring, except 
here and there, far away, a strange- 
dooking, funnel-shaped little dust spout 
which whirls and whirls rapidly around 
while moving fantastically on in its 
zigzag course, only to collapse as sud- 
denly into nothingness as it had taken 


Arizona has numbers of such camps, 
built while anticipation of ‘fabulous 
gains ran high, in which thousands 
upon thousands of good dollars were 
sunk, and abandoned as soon as the 
fever of exultation had died away. 
In such cases the reaction was so vio- 
lent that prospectors and miners packed 
up their portable belongings at once 
and stole away silently, leaving to the 
thieving Indian, the howling coyote 
‘and the odorous skunks the usufruct 
of their hard-earned and badly invested 


The decline in the value of silver 
had nothing to do with the aban 
ment of such mining camps. More 
properly speaking it was because the 
ledges contained metal in less than 
paying quantities that the camps had 
to be deserted. 

In the early part of the last decade 
Arizona experienced a mining boom, 
whic#&was worked to its full value by 
the few newspapers then existing in the 
Territory, and the result was the pil- 
grimage to the new Mecca of thou-

Take the Mammoth gold mine on the 
San Pedro River, at the foot of the Cat- 
alina Moumtains, fifty-five miles north 
of Tucson. This mine and mill, when | 
working, gave employment, direct and ~ 
indifrect, 'to nearly three hundred peo~ 
ple. That makes a good-sized town 
in Arizona. The mine is now tempo- 
rarily closed down, and the town of 
Mammoth is nearly deserted. Its ‘single 
street, where the boarding-houses, 
gtage office, fifty-stamp mill lighted by 
electricity, saloons and dwelling-houses 
are sittuaited, was the scene of activity 
a year ago. Today all doors are closed 
and a few grunting pigs, foraging in 
vain for eatables, is about the only 
sign of life that one. can discover. 

As tthe Mammoth is soon to start 
up again, however, nothing is suffered 
to go to decay, and, strictly speaking, 
it is not an abandoned mining camp, 
but the same feeling of desolation 
strikes one, nevertheless, when stalk- 
ing through the street, with never @ 
human face in sight, and tthe evidences 
of former industry and prosperity 
visible everywhere. : 

Charleston, not far away from Tomb- 
stone, once a flourishing camp, With 
many buildings in @t, has now but a 
single imhabitant, and he has just 
homesteaded the town and every house 


the Santa Ritas, within a distance of 
a few miles. And on the other side of 
the gully lime could be had for the dig- 
ging in illimitable quantity. As for 
firewood ithe mesqui'te and palo verde 
were everywhere within easy hauling 
distance and could be cut into suitable 
lengths by Mexican voodchoppers at 
moderate rates ner cord. 

So the Columbia Copper Mining and 
Smelting Company was formed. It 
built costly adobe buildings for offices, 
assaying-rooms, kitchens, boarding- 
houses, etc., and. in a short time a 
lively mining village sprang up. Half 
-&@ mile away a splendid smelter was 
erected in a huge wooden building, as 
well as dwellings for the officials. The 
copper hill was cut into, tunneled in 
fact; it was attacked from above, and 
a trench dug into it which divided it 
in two from top to bottom. 

There lies now near the abandoned 
camp enough slag, and that was about 
all that was panned out, to recon- 
struct a new hill of considerable size. 
And after several months of hard work 
and expense the company discovered 
that all the percentage of copper they 
had in their ore was not nearly enough 
to pay a small part of the working ex- 
penses. There was a good-sized stain 
and that was all. 

If the ruins of the Columbia camp 
are visited now it will strike the on- 
looker that a sudden pestilence had 
visited it in the days gone by, which 
had been so grewsome that the sur- 
vivors had never dared to return to it. 
It seems to have been abandoned on 
the spur of the moment in an hour of 
extreme panic, and left with all that 
it contained to go into the decay of 
pre-history. 

The huge smelting machinery sstill 
stands rusting where it was erected,

THE CITIZEN AND PU PURE POLITICS. 


Richard Croker : announced that 
@ will retire from the leadership of 
any because he cannot stand the 
train. It is probable that Mr. Croker 
would have been able to stand the 
“strain” for several years yet, had not 
a large number of the decent citizens 
of New York recently made up their 
minds that local affairs had sunk about 
far enough into the mud and needed 
@ thorough overhauling. It was the 
movement which was organized under 
this conviction that induced Mr. Croker 
and several of his Tammany friends 
to take little trips across the continent 
‘for their health, and it was undoubt- 
edly this same movement which has 
suddenly convinced him that the task 
of running Tammany is too much for 
him. 

There is no aimeulty about reforming 
municipal politics, if citizens only make 
up their minds that they must be re- 
formed. A merely spasmodic move- 
ment from time to time is, however, of 
comparatively little use. The profes- 
gional politicians count upon such ot- 
eastonal outbreaks of an aroused pub- 
lic sentiment and-are prepared for 
them. ll they have to do in such 
eases is to quietly drop out of sight. 
until the trouble blows over, when they 
can come back again and resume their 
old tricks. Perhaps, even, they may 
profess to have been converted to pure 
politics and take their places among 
the ranks of the reformers. For such 
tricks those who wish to improve the 
condition of local politics must be on 
the lookout, as the professional  poli- 
tician is nothing if not tricky. He 
looks upon politics as a gambling game, 
in which anything “goes”. that will en- 
able him to win. Failure is the only 
crime that is known !fi his vocabulary. 

To compete with such men reformers 
must be, not’ necessarily tricky, but 
- glert, ready to act, and always prepared 
to fight the devil with fire, if necessary. 
They must expect that if their move- 
ment for reform should show signs of 


‘ becoming influential, a great many peo- 


ple who do not love reform any more 
than the devil is said to like holy 
water will be seeking admission to 
their ranks under the guise of men 
who have suddenly seen a great light 
and become enthusiastic supporters of | 


-~the new movement. 


‘All these ithings must ‘be remem- 
bered and constdered by those who 
are. now attempting the much-needed 
task of purifying the filthy poltical 
sewer. THa't the sentiment whtch hag 
been afoused among our peopi.e wil] 
result in a noteworthy improvemtn: 
this fail we have dowbt. Tino dif- 
ficulty will lie in maintaining the move- 
ment after it has once been siar'ted. 
To do ithis the dmteresit of citi!zens must 
tbe maintained. They must be taught 
“tha't it is not ‘their right, butt their 
dulty, ito ttake am active interest in 
the political affairs of the city and 
county in which ‘they reside. A reg-

The special committee appointed by 
the Executive Committeé of the Repub- 
lican County Central Committee to 
consider and recommend a plan for 
holding the coming Republican prima- 
ries has reported, and the report, as 


prepared in the committee-rooms yes- 


terday, is spain in this issue of The 
Times. 

The report is unsatisfactory. ‘ae 
mitting that the committee was ac- 
tuated by a genuine desire to effect a 
reform in the present method of bring- 
ing out a vote of the electors in the 
initial stages of an election, we must 
say—and we think unprejudiced persons 
will agree with us—that the modifica- 
tions proposed cannot be expected to 
effect the desired result. It is not re- 
form with a capital R, and that sort 
of reform we do not look for from Mr. 
The changes out- 
lined do not strike at the root of the 
evil, Moreover, the rotten and con- 
demned caucus system is retained, 
which is one of the worst features of 
the present method. 

What is needed—what is admitted: to 
be needed—is some radical change that 
will bring out the vote of those citi- 
zens who do not at present attend the 
primaries. The plan proposed by the 
Republican County Committee, which 
is only a slight modification of the ex- 
isting system, would not do this. The 
postal primary plan, a combination of 
ex-Mayor Hazard’s plan, and of plans 
supported by numerous citizens, would 
do it. 

Some of those ‘who profess to favor 
political reform—in the abstract—but 
who find a dozen or more objections to 
any specific and practical plan of re- 
form that is proposed, pretend that 
the postal primary plan would offer 
great opportunities to those who de- 
sire to purchase votes. It surely could 
not offer greater opportunities in that 
direction than does the present sys-. 
tem of primary elections, which is 


‘weak, inadequate and rotten to the] 


core. Even granting—which' we do 
not—that it would offer as many op- 
portunities, still we have, on the other 


hand, the immense advantage of bring- | 


ing out the vote of those self-respecting 
citizens who steadily refuse to attend 
the corrupt and farcical primaries as 
they are at present held. It would 
bring out, at a moderate estimate, 90 
per cent. of the total vote. We pre- 
sume that few persons deny that if 
practically the whole vote of a com- 
munity like Los Angeles could _. be 
brought out, it would result favorably - 
for the cause of pure politics and good 
government. . 

The trouble with too many critics 
of the “practical politition’’. breed is 
that they do not really desire any re- 
form that will reform. Others go about 
with cat-like tread, singing under their 
breath: 


‘Hush! hush! Here comes the Bogie man, 
He will catch you if he cah!” 


They insist that the dishonest one- 
quarter of the voters are going to eat 
up the honest three-quarters. Any- 
thing of a superficial character that 
will serve to throw dirt in the eyes 
of the voters has their hearty ap- 
proval, but a truly radical reform is 
the vef8y last thing that they are look- 
ing for. For thé benefit of these gen- 
tlemen: we rise up to say that this is 
not a. good year for half-way meas- 
ures or fence riding. The people are 
very much in earnest. They are weary 
of compromises, pre-election promises, 
and the old tricks of pothouse politi- 
cians, They demand a radical reform. 

-Such.a_reform is the postal-primary | 
plan. If any-one can suggest a more 
effective one, let him produce it.

Another. partial report ‘has been 
filed. by the’ grand. jury, which deals 
entirely with the methods of conduct- 
ing the various city offices. The report 
contains much matter of interest, and 
also reveals facts of: a somewhat sen- 
sational nature. The Street Superin- 
tendent’s dffice comes in for a particu- 
larly scathing’ review, the loose pfac- 
tices and want. of proper clerks being 
characterized almost as criminal negli- 
gence. The jury finds, upon the report 
of the expert, that ex-Street Superin- 
tendent Hutchinson is indebted to the 
city at present in the sum of $4067.69, 
which has not been accounted for in 
atiy way. The belief of the jury also 
is that if F. E. Lopez, while City Au- 
ditor, had done his duty as prescribed 
by the charter, these shortages could, 
or-would not have occurred. It is also 
foutid that street work generally is 
not up to requirements. The City Clerk 
is complimented on the state of busi- 
ness in his office, as is also,the City 
Treasurer. 

In detail the report is as follows: 

CITY CLERK. 

“The City Clerk collects a small 
amount of money. His receipts are 
ftom the redemption of property sold 
for taxes, find for certifying officially 
to copies of the city records. The total 
amount of these receipts from January 
1, 1893, to April 1, 1894, was $560.50. The 
amounts thus collected have been 
2d paid over to the city treas-

conducted offices that has come under

“It appears from the testimony of dif- 
ferent Councilmen.and others competent 
to judge, that very little, if any, of 
the street work done in this city has 
been completed according to contract 
and specifications. Many of the in- 
Sspectors of street work appear to be 
persons of small responsibility and have 
no special qualifications for the exact- 
ing work. While the property-owners 
have to pay for their ‘servicés, these 
officers receive their wages directly 
from the hands of the contractors like 
any of their regular employees. This 
practice is an invitation to crime. 

‘The same irregularities which ruled 
during Hutchinson's 
under Watson. It 
many of the employees. of this. depart- 
ment are there by the influence of poli- 
ticlans to whom the Superintendent is 
under obligations for his election, and 
el as a consequence, has but little, if 

control over them. 


from Watson's office by De Stew- 
art caused the keeping of a proper 
h book, but there is -soarcely any 
record of other business done. No ac- 
counts are kept of the repair and con- 
struction of work of this department, 
which employs so large a number of 
men and teams. The time-book does 
not show where or when the men were 
at work, nor upon what kind of work 
they were employed, the days being left 
blank and the total time for week only 
being entered.

THE PROPOSED SCHOOL BONDS. 


The City Council Wilt Have Control of All 
Expenditares. 
City Attorney McFarland has ad- 
dressed the following communication 
ta the school board; 
“In answer to your communication 
asking my opinion regarding the au- 
thority of the Board of Edudation to 
expend the money derived from the 
sale of school bonds, in case such bonds 


' are voted by the people, I reply as fol- 


lows: All bonds issued for the purpose 
of erecting schoolhouses must be is- 
sued in pursuance of the provisions of 
the act of March 19, 1893, providing for 
the incurring of indebtedness by cit- 
ies for public improvements where the 
cost will be too great to be paid out of 
the ordinary annual income. This act 
provides that all steps to be taken and 
all contracts made shall be under the 
direction of the City Council. The pro- 
visions of this act in this regard are 
as follows: | 

* ‘Section 9. It shall be the duty of 
every legislative branch ef every city, 
town, or municipal corporation wherein 
public improvements aré being made 
‘under the provisions of this act, to 
make all needful rules and regula- 
tions for carrying aut and maintaining 
such improvements; to appoint all 
needful‘ agents, superintendents and 
engineers *to properly lok after the 
construction and operation of such pub- 
lic works, and in all lawful ways to 
protect and preserve the rights and in- 
terests of the munjcipality. 

_ “ See. 10. All contracts for the con- 
struction or ‘completion of any public 
work or improvements, or for furnish- 
ing labor or material therefor, as 
herein provided, shall be let to the low- 
est responsible bidder. The legislative 
branch of the municipality shall adver- 
tise for at least ten days in one or 
more newspapers: published in the mu- 
nicipality, inviting sealed proposals for 
the furnishing of the labor and mate- 
rials for the proposed improvements 
before any contract shall be mage 
therefor. The said legislative brauch 
shall have the right to require such 
bonds as they deem best from the suc- 
cessful bidder to insure the faithful 

ormance of the contract work. 

ey shall also. have the right to re- 
ject.any and all bids. 

“Sec, 4 of the 8a 
thats before the. proposition is sub- 
miited to vote, the Council shall have 
plans and estimates made by a compe- 
tent architect/ © 

“It. will be seen. from these provi- 
sions, that the entire matter of issuing 
bonds, adopting plans, letting contracts 
and the supervision of the work, is in 
the hands of the Council, and they 
have the right to ‘buy the lot, build 
the house and furnish it, and then 


turn it over to the Board of Education, 


who then for the first time have any-

Facts Show: Shown by the School 
sus—Board of Trade. 

POMONA, May 10. —(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The school census has been 
complet in Pomona, and develops 
the folléwing interesting facts: The 
census shows that there are 1321 chil- 
dren between the ages of 5 and 17 
years, an increase of 194 over last year; 
that of this number there are 678 boys 
and 6438 girls; ghat those are under the 
age of 5, 402 poe making a grand 
total of 1723 under tHe age of 17 within 
_the limits of this city, and that all 
except sixteen are native born. 

It also shows that of the 1321 within 
the scholastic age 1207 have attended 
the public schools either a part or ali 
of the school year—only one of the 
entire number attending a private 
school,

Cutting the Transatlantic 
Steamer Rates. 


General Conference of Santa 
Fe Officials. 


Local Competition of the Ticket 
Brokers. 


Expected Demoralization of Ocean Rates, 
With Big Commissions — Gen- 
‘eral, Local and Per- 
sonal, Notes. 


Ticket agents everywhere are deeply 
interested in the war of rates now be- 
ing waged by transatlantic steamship 
lines. Thesegrates have been tumbling 
until one line has announced an ocean 
rate of $14 to Queenstown, with a com- 
mission of $4, and a through rail and 
ocean rate from Chicago of $29.50 ,wi'th 
a commission of $7. This makes a4 net 
rate out of Chicago to Queenstown and 
common points for $22.50. The sensa- 
tional feature of the drop of the 5bth 
inst. was the open cut in the railroad 
rates from Chicago to Atlantic points. 
This is a direct violation of the agree- 
ment between the steamship agents 
and the railroads not to use the $3 com- 
mission paid between Chicago and New 
York in cutting the rates. The action
